DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to a method of representing biologically activated 
inductance-altering particles, in particular magnetic particles, comprising primary 
antibody mixed with inductance-altering particles in excess, which are coated with 
secondary antibodies and then aggregated particles which comprises a monovalent 
primary antibody and antibody-coated inductance-altering particles are separated by 
means of partial sedimentation. 

Group II, claim(s) 8-14, drawn to a device for detecting biological particle which is 
conveyed through a conveyor line and which is bonded to a marking particle of 
inductance-altering, in particular ferromagnetic/superparamagnetic particles, wherein 
the delivery line for a sample to be measured is surrounded as a measuring line by a 
metal coil which is connected to a device for exciting oscillation and measuring 
resonance events. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the same or 
corresponding special technical features are: the device comprising a sample delivery 
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line, a- measuring line for measuring sample and the sample is surrounded by a 
measuring line by a metal coil as a measuring coil and same is connected to a device 
for exciting oscillation and measuring resonance events; and wherein the metal coil is 
laid around the core which is curved substantially in a c-shaped configuration. However, 
such special technical features are taught in Hennes (DE 19906352 A1). Hennes 
teaches an apparatus for identifying and counting suspended biological microparticles 
in a liquid sample, uses sample where the microparticles are bonded to particles 
immunologically, pathologically or microbiologically. The current flow from a metal coil 
gives them inductive changes which can be measured and counted. The metal coil is 
part of an electronic oscillation circuit. The drawing on the first page of the patent is very 
similar to the structure of the claimed apparatus in the present invention.
